REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


In presenting their twenty-second annual communication, 
your Board feel gratified, and, as they trust, grateful, that they 
are enabled in some respects to report progress. With reference 
to enterprises of religious benevolence, Carey's noble senti- 
ment has been often repeated, “Expect great thingsattempt 
great things ;"’ but it would seem tliat the Baptists’ of Connec- 
ticut, in years past, have given to this sentiment a somewhat pe- 
culiar construction. Atleast, to look for the rendering of prop- 
er assistance to our feeble churches, and the cultivation of the 
destitute portions of this entire State; with the sam of three or 
four hundred dollars a year, has certainly been to “ expect great. 
things’; ” and those who have had the superintendence of the 
work, have felt painfully conscious that they were “ attempt- 
ing great things” with very little means. “But we rejoice to 
witness some improvement. Last year, the entire amount re- 
ported as expended under the direction of the Board for Domes- 
tic Missions, was less than $330 ;* but this year we are permit- 
ted to report the appropriation of $1,031 64, exclusive of ‘the 
amount expended by one or two County societies. <->.

* It ought to be stated, that in addition to this, about $140 
ot for labor a tefl fom ike special fond kta 


trust, will be found preliminary to still more successful effort in 
future. Your Board feel deeply impressed with the importance 
of this kind of labor—we mean missionary work in the destitute 
portions of our own State; and we would express our decided 
conviction that at least two brethren (if suitable men can be ob- 
tained,) should be employed to labor in concert during the en- 
suing year. We think it would create no additional expense 
but what might easily be met by the collections of the missiona- 
ries themselves; and by their mutual counsel and efforts, if sus- 
tained by the prayers and hearty co-operation of the churches, 
we might hope to realize something of the Scripture ratio of 
success—“ one chasing a thousand, and two putting ten thou- 
sand to flight. ”’ 

The following appropriations have been made to individual 
churches during the year: Avon, $35 00; Clinton, 25 00; 
2d Middletown, 30 00 ; 3d Middletown, 25 00; Branford, 30 00 ; 
East Windsor, 2500; North Haven, 3000; Milford, 3750; 
Tolland, 4000; 2d Ashford, 4000; North Cornwall, 25 00; 
Waterbury, 35 00; Southington, 25 00; Torrington, 15 00; 
Pleasant Valley, 25.00; Ellington, 25 00; Gaylord’s Bridge, 
12 50 ; Chester, $25. Amount $505. Br. Shailer has received 
for salary and expenses, $372 64; Br. Atwater has received 
$104 fur labor in Fairfield Co, Besides which,two or three other 
brethren have received fur temporary labors and actual expenses 
in the service of the Board, $39 00. Of this whole amount, 
2152 00 has been paid from the Litchfield County fund, for 
services performed in: that county. 

As the result of the whole, we have the satisfaction of knowing 
that some truly devoted and faithful pastors have been sustained 
and encouraged in important fields of labor where they could 
not otherwise have been supported; the gospel has been pro- 
claimed and sinners converted ; churches have been strengthen- 
ed, counselled aud directed; and measures adopted which we 
have reason to hope will result in permanent good to feeble 
bands of brethren, and te destitute sections of our State.

The Baptist 
cause in this State is progressing quite tooslowly. _ We are still 
doing far too little to meet the claims which are pressing upon 
us at home. We live in a day of peculiar interest and pecu- 
liar responsibilities. Disorganizing schemes and multiplied 
forms of error are industriously propagated around us ; and it 
becomes us to be far more diligent in meeting the enemy as he 
comes in like a flood, by rallying around and clearly displaying 
the standard which the Spirit of the Lord lifts up against him— 
the truth—the pure, plain, simple truth as it isin Jesus. We 
ought greatly to increase our efforts and contributions for other 
and distant fields; but permit us to repeat the significant ad- 
monition which we have more than once heard. from. the lips of 
our beloved father Peck : ‘* While we lengthen our cords abroad, 
let us be careful and strengthen our stakes at home. ” 

While we would not ask that there should be any dimination 
of effort and contribution im behalf of other regions and other 
nations, for the sake of doing more within our own borders; yet 
it should be remembered, that as foreign fields are ours in com- 
mon with oar brethren generally; the Baptist interest in Con- 
necticut belongs to us peculiarly. If we neglect this field, it 
will be left without care, except, indeed, by those whom we re- 
gard as the promoters of error; and hence the special claims 
which Connecticut has upon Connecticut Baptists. To meet 
these claims it wus, that the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
was originally organized ; and though we now very properly 
recognize “ the world ” as our field, yet we can not be justified 
in overlooking or neglecting the primary specific design of our 
organization. We would respectfully suggest, that if much of 
the interest and anxiety which many professed disciples mani- 
fest in matters purely political, were transferred to the promo- 
tion of pure religion, the planting of new churcbes, the sustain- 
ing of those which languish, and the more general-diffusion of 
Bibletrath, we should, as a denomination, be doing much better 
service to our State and our country. If we are faithful in es- 
tablishing and fostering the institutions of Jesus Christ—if we 
can secure the allegrance of our population to the King of kings, 
the blessed and only Potentate,” and carry out his measures 
and his laws, we shall best promote the highest welfare of this 
whole people, and, so far as our influence extends, of the whole 
world. Let usythen, with increasing diligence and_ fidelity, en- 
gage in the work of supplying our home destitution; let us put 
forth a firmer hand to “ strengthen the things which remain and 
that are ready todie.”

Italy will ere long come to an end, domes 
The writer takes a historical survey of the policy ; the 
Romish chureh, and discloses the nature of the alliance 
between the Pope and the despotic governmen's of Europe. 
It seems to be getting more evident every day, that Ro- 
manism is resorted to by governinents as the best means 
of strengthening despotic power. ‘The writer of this essay 
goes back to the time of the Congress of Verona, in 1822, 
when the great powers of Europe assembled, and stipala. 
ted with the Popo @ treaty, the three first articles of which 
are as follows. We beg our readers to mark them well, 
for they are of a fearful significancy, both for Europe and 
for this country. ‘They are neither more nor less than a 
“league of the governments of Europe agrinst the liberties 
of mankind.” 

Aaticie 1. The high contracting powers being convin. 
ced that the system of representative governments ts equal. 
ly as incompatible with monarchical principles as the 

ean 2xim of the sovereignty of the people with the divine right 
of kings, engage mutually, in the mast solemn manner, to 
use all their effurts to put ao end to the system of repre. 
sentative governments in Europe, and to prevent its being 
introduced into those countries where it is not known. 

Arr. 2. As it cannot be deutted that the liberty of the 
press is the most powerful means used by the pretended 
supporters of the rights of nations to the detriment of those 
of princes, the bigh contracting powers promise reciprucal. 


ly to adopt all means to suppress it. ' 
Arr. 3. The contracting powers offer in common their 


thanks to the Pope, for all that he has done already in 
their behalf, and solicit his constant co-operation in their 
design to subjugate the nativns. 

Hero we have it perfectly clear, that those two great 
bulwarke of the freedom and happiness of mankind, rep- 
resentative governments and the freedom of the press, are 
objects of jealousy and hatred on the part of most of the 
governments of Europe, and the Pope of the Romish 
church. We may be sare, that in the great struggle which 
is impending in Europe, those despotic governments and 
the Pope will still unite to break down, if possible, the re. 
presentative system, and to destroy the liberty of the press. 
Accordingly, in his bull of 1832, Pope Gregory XVI. de- 
nounced the “absurd and erroneous doctrine, or rather ra. 
ving, in favor and defence of liberty of conscience, that 
most pestilential error,” and spoke of the * never. su ffi.

ary Society, he then belonged to the respectable body of 
Congregationalists in Massachusetts. They advised him 
however, to return to his native land, and endeavor to 
awaken there a missionary spirit. He did so, and he and 
his brethren made such influential appeals to their elder 
brethren, that they at length formed a foreign missionary 
society, which had gone on from strength to strength I 
rejoice to say, up to the present day. (Cheers.) You 
are acquainted with the fact that Mr, Judson, changed his 
views and attached himself to the denomination with 
which we more immediately stand connected. He how- 
ever, from India made an appeal to his Baptist friends in 
Ameriea. Assoon as we received, inthe year 1813, 
the letter of Mr. Judson, the humble individual who 
is now addressing you went te his senior brother, 
the Rev. Dr. Baldwin, a name dear to many of you, 
especially ‘to the’ fathers who are gone ;and it was de- 
termined at once to appeal to the public on behalf of our 
American Baptist Foreign Missionary Society. Still the 
subject had so little occupied the attention of our respect. 
ed brethren, and there were so many wants at home in 
every part of our country, that it was thought undesi- 
rable to encourage the establishment of a foreign mission. 
We felt that the larger portion of our country was mis. 
sionary ground. (Cheers.) However a society was form. 
ed in the city in which I had the happiness and the hon. 
or to dwell; still we thought that it would be better for 
our respected brother to be under the direction of your 
beloved missionaries at Serampore, Carey, Ward and 
Ryland. I was instructed, as secretary of the Society 
to address the Rev. Andrew Fuller on the subject. I did 
se: but he advised that we should be an iadependent body, 
and assured that the brethren would co-operate with us 
and give the best advice. I mention these facts to show 
the rise and progress of our Institution; it has gone on 
from that time to the present, and we have now about 
one hundred missionaries with their wives laboring in 
different parts of the world.” 


Doctrines of the Prayer Book. 

The Editor of the New York Churchman, Rev. Dr. 
Seabury, in a late number ef his paper, gives the following 
exposition of the doctrines of the Episcopal Book of Com.

“ Thé points expressed or necessarily implied in the 
Prayer-book, for which the Church is specially called on 
to witness in the present day, but to the intelligent appre. 
ciation of which many ef ber members have not yet risen, 
are chiefly these: 

“1, Baptismal Regeneration. The Prayer-book says 
expreesly that every person, man, woman, or child, thatis 
duly baptized, ‘is regenerate and grafted intothe Body of |

The following circumstance was related at the late Anti. 
Slavery Convention in Cincinnati, by Mr. Neadham, of 
Kentucky. We are unwilling to believe that such is the 
character of Methodists generally in the South ; if it is, 
they are different from those of the North. 


“Tt is said that slavery is represented to be worse than 
it really is. 

Sir, in 1844, a Methodist preacher, with regulur license 
and certificate, was placed in the Louisville jail, as a slave 
on sale. He preached in the jail, sermons which would 
have done eredit to any white preacher of the town. He 
kept a litle memorandum in his pocket, in whieh he mark. 
ed the number of persons hopefully converted under his 
preaching. I represented his case to leading Methodists 
in Louisville, and showed them a copy of his papers, which 
I had taken. Not one of them visited him in his prison, 

He said he forgave those who had imprisoned him, and 
were about to sell him. Ho was sold down the river, 
which was the last I saw of him.

Texas and Mexico. 

President Jones of Texas, has recently issued a procls. 
mation in which he says, that the representatives of France 
and Great Britain near the Texan Government, did, in the 
month of March last, jointly and formally renew the offer 
of the good offices of those powers with Mexico for the ear. 
ly and peaceable settlement of the difficulties between the 
two countries, and the acknowledgment of the independ. 
ence of Texas by Mexico, and that no terms or conditions 
have been proposed by the two Governments, (France and 
England) or either of them, as the consideration of their 
friendly interposition. And that he accepted the good off. 
ces of the two powers, and placed in the hands of their 
Representatives a statement of conditions preliminary tos 
definitive treaty of peace with Mexico, whieh would be 
submitted to the people of Texas as soon as adopted by 
the Mexican Government. He further states that authen. 
tic proof has recently been laid before him, that the Mexi. 
can Congress has authorized the Government to open ne. 
gociations and conclude a treaty with Texas, subject t 
the examination and approbation of that body, and that the 
Government has accepted the conditions prescribed on the 
part of Texas as preliminary to a final and definitive treaty 
of peace. 

In consequence of this posture of affairs between the two 
Governments, the President of Texas has proclaimed s 
cessation of hostilities by sea and by land against the Re. 
public of Mexico, or against the citizens and trade thereof.

three men and one woman. The other woman and child, 
who were the wife and child of Buffalo Hump, were ta. 
ken prisoners, and he alone succeeded in making his es- 
eape, This act of treachery has exasperated the Caman. 
ches to such a degree thatthey have sworn summary ven- 
geance and the force with which they intended to attack 
the frontier settiements of Mexico consisted of over one 
thousand of their picked warriors. If they have really 
started on the expedition we shall hear of the enactment 
of bloody scenes before the summer is over.—N. O. Pic.

Others have been formed on the plan now 
most common, the tube eontainiag either oil,col- 
ored alcohol, or quicksilver, The last of these

On each side of the glass tube, contaming: the 
the quicksilver, is a scale of degrees. A little 
from the bo(tom there is the eypher, and that 
point is called zero, marking an intense degree of 
cold. From that the degrees are reckoned up- 
wards, showing the adyance of heat ; and there 
aro a few reckoned downwards, but seldom can 
cold bo produced to such excess as to require de- 
grees below zero, at least in this climate ; for at 
39 deg. below zero, the quicksilver itself would 
freeze and move no farther. 

Above zero, 32 deg. is the point at which wa. 
ter begins to freeze—55 deg. is reckoned as tem- 
perate, and to us in Britain, a comfortable medi- 
um—76 deg. is called summer beat, being the 
warmth of a fine summer’s day—about 98 deg. 
is the regular heat of the blood, when the body 
is in a healthy state,but in a feverish state, it may 
by as high as 112 deg. And itis worthy of re-

HEATHEN PRAYERS. 


In several parts of India, a brahmin, or priest, 
gocs down to the side of the river, and makes a 
god from the mud that lies on the banks. _When 
he has formed it into a strange shape, he dries it 
in the sun; and then he prays to what his own 
hands have made. First he strikes his elbows 
against his sides, then he snaps with his fingers 
round about his bead, stamps with his left foot 
on the ground, and beats his cheek with the fin- 
ger of his left hand, whilst his lips mutter strange 
sounds. When he has finished his devotions, he 
takes his mud-.god, earries it to the river, and 
throws it into the water from whence it first 
eame. ‘This is heathen prayer! 

The people called Gallas, in Africa, worship a 


large tree, that grows on the side of one of their | 


rivers. Crowds come from every part of the 
country, to ask of it every thing they desire.— 


other, for good crops; and another, that he may 
overcome his enemy. 
ed to present their prayers at this spot; for they 
suppose females are unworthy of the bonor of 
praying to the great tree! 

The Tartars have a praying machine. Itisa 
round hollow box, fixed upright like a grindstone; 
a string leads from it to what is called a spindle. 
By treading on the spindle, the machine turns 
just like a grindstone, when men sharpen their 
knives. Now, in the inside of this box are rolled 
up long pieces of parchment, joined together, 
sometimes to the length of several hundred feet ; 


/on the parchment a prayer is written over and 


over again, perhaps as many as a thousand times. 
When the machine is set in motion, the parch- 
ment prayers are moved about, which they say 
pleases the gods, and brings down their blessing. 
‘Lhe beatben thus make prayer by the wholesale, 
for they suppose every time the box moves round, 
as many prayers are offered as are written inside. 

Every Chinese, when he goes to worship his 
idols, takes with him two painted candles, and re- 
ceives from the priest in return, six slips of scent- 
ed wood. He then bows his head to the ground, 
to let his god know that he is about to pray.— 
Next he lays three of the pieces of wood on the 
altar, bows nine times, gives money to the priest, 
and retires. During this ceremony, a large gong 
or drum, is fiercely struck, so as almost to stun

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General A y convened, That if any person nomina- 
ted by the commandant of any regiment in this state, to

of the’State chat has been furnished from time to time to the 
militia under legislative acts : alsoa record of allthe arms 
and munitions of war that may be hereafter received from 
the General Government, or furnished by the state, the 
uumber of arms distribuied and the companies who re- 
ceive them ; also the arms returned to the department from 
time to tine, the moneys expended by the Quarter Master 
General, and all the doings and affairs of the Department 
which it may be for the interest of the State to preserve. 

Sec 2. The Quarter Master General shall be, and he is 
hereby authorized, to sell at his discretion, the muskets and 
rifles that have been returned to the Arsenal from the mi- 
litia, and which now remain in a damaged state, and the 
broken pieces of ordinance, old carriages, old iron, &c. 
now at the Arsenal, together with such muskets, rifles, and
